LIBRARY OF THE MONTH... .MUNCIE .. . DANA. WILLIAMS, Librarian 


Keeping the public informed of the library’s services is one of the primary goals of the forward 
looking Library Board of the Muncie Public Library. This has been accomplished through the media 
of personal contact by members of the staff, news and feature stories in the newspapers, frequent 
access to the public by radio, and by the distribution of special information leaflets. 

In the development of information leaflets, the library has not limited itself to the use of a pub- 
lished annual report, but has issued them in connection with special projects or events as the fol- 
lowing will indicate. The first of the three items illustrated was carried home to 
parents by the children in the elementary schools. This publication described the 
services of the Children’s Room to boys and girls of elementary and pre-school age, 
as well as the books available on parent education. The second folder was dis- 
tributed, with the cooperation of the public schools, to senior high school students 
to announce a collection for young adults. The most recent publication was an 
experiment with the device of direct mail distribution. It was mailed to three thou-
